Tlio rago 
for stained and carved ivory is of recent 
growth in the United States, and tlio de- 
mand for such articles is not large, as 
they aro moro cosily lhan tho sninc 
articles in silver would be. They were, 
produced to tickle Use jaded icsthetic 
palates of tho rich and luxurious, and 
only thoso v;ho may trifle awr.y what 
they will indulge themselves to any 
considerable degree in carved ivory. 


In all such articles tho cost of the raw 


material is small in comparison with 
hat of tho labor.
